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Council to shod 
jobs as ciils bits

A COUNCIL is planning to cut 
10 per cent of its staff as part of 
measures aimed at saving £7.8 
million over the next four 
years. 

The equivalent of 20 full-time 
jobs are set to go at Forest Heath 
District Council, which covers the 
Newmarket and Mildenhall areas. 
But up to 28 people will be 
affected because some of the 
posts are part-time. 

The council is hoping to shed the jobs 
through natural wastage or voluntary 
redundancy but compulsory redun¬ 
dancies have not been ruled out. The cut 
will leave the council with a total 
workforce of around 200. 

Initial talks have been held with staff 
and the council union Unison, but 
negotiations about redundancy terms will 
not start until councillors have voted on 
the cuts at a corporate services committee 
meeting on Wednesday. 

The council is aiming to hold its council 
tax at the current level. 

Cllr Geoffrey Jaggard, the council leader, 
said: “We are facing difficult and 
challenging times. 

“We have already successfully planned 
to deal with the effects of the economic 
downturn, which means we’re in a better 
situation than other local authorities.” 

He said £1.5 million would be cut from 
the budget in 2011-12, but the council was 
aiming to maintain its frontline and 
statutory services. 

Cllr laggard said no decisions had yet 
been taken on the council tax for the next 
financial year, but he said a freeze of the 
level of tax was under consideration. 

Nigel McCurdy, the council’s strategic 
director (services), said some savings 
could be made by sharing street cleaning 
and waste collection with neighbouring St

The flexible hours also means 
that you’re able to fit it around 
other commitments, like 
childcare or another job.” 

The census is carried out 
every 10 years.

Housing scheme unveils its £55k scooter store 

A NEW £55,000 mobility scooter “garage” 
has been provided for elderly residents at 
a sheltered housing scheme. 

The specially-designed scooter store at 
St Mary’s Close, Mildenhall, has been 
provided by Suffolk Housing Society, which 
owns the scheme. 

It includes 12 electric sockets to charge 
the batteries of the buggies while they are 
parked. 

The store has been built as an extension 
to the main building, where there are 41 
flats for elderly and disabled people. 

Steve Clarke, chief executive of SHS, 
said: “We are continually searching for 
ways to improve the services we offer to 
our residents still further, and are 
committed to providing them with high 
quality facilities which make their lives 
easier. 

“The buggy store at Mildenhall is an 
example of that commitment in practice. 

“We are really pleased with the finished 
scooter store, which not only looks 
fantastic but has also given residents at St 
Mary’s an ideal place to store and charge 
their vehicles. 

“We are now looking at ways in which 
we can create similar buildings at our 
other sheltered schemes across the county 
so that even more of our residents can 
benefit." 

Sue Palmer, scheme coordinator, said:

Care worker crashed 
her car into bedroom 


A SENIOR care worker 
was sacked after crash¬ 
ing her car into the care 
home where she worked, 
a court heard. 

Jill Warrell, 52, was more 
then double the legal alcohol 
limit when she ploughed her 
vehicle through a wall and 
into one of the residents’ 
bedrooms. 

The incident happened at 
the Hilton Park Care Centre in 
Bottisham, where Warrell had 
been a senior team leader for 
around two years. 

Warrell, who worked for the 
firm Cambridge Careforce, 
appeared at Ely Magistrates 
Court last Thursday where she 
pleaded guilty to a charge of 
driving while unfit through 
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drink. 

Magistrates heard it was the 
second time Warrell, of 
Dullingham Ley, Dullingham, 
had been before the court for 
drink-driving related charges. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, 
said: “Warrell was actually 
convicted of drink driving 
eight years ago and is now 
back before the court for 
similar matters. 

“This incident happened on 
October 1, 2010 not long after 
she had finished her shift. 

“Warrell reversed her silver 
Volvo C70 straight back and 
into the care home, crashing 
through the wall of one of the 


bedrooms. 

“Staff rushed to the scene 
and checked she was okay. 
They noticed a bottle of 
alcohol in the footwell of the 
car and saw her trying to 
conceal it. 

“As Warrell got out the car, 
she picked the bottle up and 
put it in her handbag.” 

Police and paramedics 
arrived and Warrell failed a 
breath test, with a reading of 
78 micrograms of alcohol in 
100 millilitres of breath. The 
legal limit is 35 micrograms. 

Mr Brown said: “Warrell was 
arrested and taken to Parkside 
police station in Cambridge. 

“There she went to the toilet 
and officers found a bottle of 
vodka had been stuffed in one 
of the bins. 


“In police interview, she 
admitted she’d had a couple of 
glasses of wine after finishing 
her shift. 

“She said she went to her 
car to get her phone so she 
could call her husband to pick 
her up from work. 

“Warrell said the keys were 
in the ignition and as she 
leant over, the car went into 
reverse and she couldn’t 
control it.” 

Jill McGivern, mitigating, 
said her client has used 
alcohol “as a crutch” in the 
past to cope with “immense 
pressure” at work. 

She said: “Mrs Warrell has 
worked her entire life as a care 
worker. 

“Her role as a senior team 
leader meant she was under 


immense pressure at work. 

“Many of her colleagues 
were non-English speaking 
and she used to constantly 
worry that they were not 
doing things properly. 

“As a result, she often used 
alcohol as a crutch. 

“My client is a lady of 
impeccable nature, has been 
happily married for 32 years 
and is mortified by what has 
happened.” 

Sue Thompson, presiding 
magistrate, disqualified 
Warrell from driving for 42 
months. 

She was also fined £100, 
ordered to pay £100 costs and 
£15 victim surcharge. 

Warrell was sacked by 
Cambridge Careforce in 
October, 2010.

A WOMAN has been 
jailed for brandishing a 
knife at housing 
officials who told her 
to leave the home she 
shared with her part¬ 
ner. 

Coral Fishpool, 30, 
emerged from a pro¬ 
perty in Bill Rickaby 
Drive, Newmarket, 
with a 5-inch steak 
knife when she was 
asked to leave. 

Orbit Housing Asso¬ 
ciation workers, who 
had gone to the prop¬ 
erty to change the 
locks, went to a nearby 
house and called the 
police, Ipswich Crown 
Court heard. 

Fishpool, of Engle- 
hard Road, Newmar¬ 
ket, was disarmed by a 
friend who went to 
comfort her. She was 
then arrested. 

Fishpool was jailed 
for 15 months after she 
admitted having a 
bladed weapon in a 
public place. The court 
heard she had 38 
previous convictions. 

Prosecutor Robert 
Sadd said the incident 


happened on Novem¬ 
ber 18. 

He said Fishpool 
had acted as the carer 
for her partner of two 
years. He subsequently 
died while she was in 
jail on remand for 
breaching bail con¬ 
ditions. 

Nicola Talbot, in 
mitigation, said that 
Fishpool had suffered 
great grief and anger 
over the death of her 
partner. 

Miss Talbot said 
Fishpool needed help 
from mental health 
professionals. 

judge Rupert Over¬ 
bury said a pre-sent¬ 
ence report showed 
that Fishpool had 
anger management 
problems and a history 
of not being able to 
control her emotions. 

“That seems to me 
to be a recipe for 
disaster and a recipe 
which this court can 
prevent coming to 
fruition by the im¬ 
position of an im¬ 
mediate custodial 
sentence,” he said.

Help sought In bid 
to rescue libraries 


LIBRARIES are facing closure as 
part of a council's cost-cutting 
measures. 

Premises in Lakenheath, Clare and 
Kedington are among 29 across Suffolk 
which are under threat. 

Suffolk County Council launched a 
consultation last week in the hope that 
community groups might come forward 
and offer to run the libraries. 

The proposals are part of the council’s 
New Strategic Direction in which the 
county council is trying to “divest” itself 
of some of its services. 

The consultation over the libraries 
will continue until April 30. 

Cllr Judy Terry, the council’s cabinet 
lead for libraries consultation, said: “We 
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have an excellent library service in 
Suffolk. Despite the cutbacks we are 
facing, I want it to stay that way. 

“For that to happen, we need to look 
for new ways of delivering the service. 
That’s why it is so important that 
Suffolk’s communities respond to this 
consultation and tell us how we can do 
things differently, and maximise the 
many benefits of Suffolk’s libraries while 
reducing the cost to the council of 
running the service. 

“The reality of the current financial 
climate means that we have no choice 
but to reduce funding to libraries by at 


least 30 per cent over three years. 

“Should responses to the consultation 
prove disappointing, it is imperative 
that we make the necessary savings, 
meaning that we may have to close 29 
libraries. 

“I would urge people who are 
passionate about their library to use this 
opportunity to come forward and give 
us their ideas about how we can fund a 
more efficient service with the reduced 
resources that we have available.”

MORE people in the Forest 
Heath district are becoming 
active in sports and exercise.

People Survey showed that 22 
per cent of adults in the 
district, which includes New¬ 
market and Mildenhall, 
participate in three sessions a 
week of moderate intensity 
exercise, compared to the 
national figure of 16.5 per 


cent. This is an increase of 5.6 
per cent on last year’s figures 
for the district. 

Cllr Nigel Roman, chair¬ 
man of the district council’s 
community services comm¬ 
ittee, said: “This is great news, 
especially in the lead-up to 
the 2012 Olympic and Para¬ 
lympic Games. 

“The council has a good 
track record of investing in 


sport and providing oppor¬ 
tunities for people to get 
involved and it’s great to see 
that investment getting 
results. 

“The district also has a 
really strong, proactive 
network of community sports 
clubs in Forest Heath, which 
provide a huge range of 
opportunities for people to 
get involved in sport.”

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Crime figure show 
a rise in robberies 


ROBBERIES increased 
by more than 20 per 
cent in Suffolk last 
year but overall crime 
rose by just 0.2 per 
cent. 

The latest figures 
issued by the county’s 
police show that the 
biggest percentage 
increase in crime was 
for robberies, which 
increased to 222 bet¬ 
ween April and De¬ 
cember - compared to 
184 in the same period 
in 2009. 

Crimes of all kinds 
increased from 35,626 
to 35,682. 

The county has the 
second-lowest rate of 
anti-social behaviour 
in the country follow¬ 
ing a 9 per cent fall, 
equivalent to more 
than 3,000 incidents. 

There was also an 8 
per cent fall in 
criminal damage off¬ 
ences. 

House burglaries 
increased by more 
than 6 per cent, with 
an additional 218 
offences making the 
total for the period 
1,569. 

But drug crimes fell 
by 22.6 per cent - from 
1,493 to 1,156. 

Assistant Chief Con¬ 
stable Paul Marshall 


said tackling house 
burglaries remained a 
priority. 

He said: “We are 
working hard to arrest 
and prosecute crim¬ 
inals, while crime re¬ 
duction officers are 
providing people with 
preventative advice on 
how to beat the 
burglar. 

“Adhering to basic 
preventative measures 
and using a common- 
sense approach to 
securing property is 
the easiest way to 
prevent being a victim 
of crime. 

“Close, lock and se¬ 
cure windows and 
doors. We need people 
to play their role in 
crime reduction by 
turning the key and 
pushing the door in 
the face of burglars. 

“There are some 
other aspects where 
there is still more for 
us to do and we 
recognise that this 
must now be achieved 
against a background 
of significant budget 
cuts. 

“Every crime has a 
victim - and one more 
victim is one too 
many.”

“Forest Heath is totally 
viable - we have already 
done the sums on that,” he 
said.

Axe falls on 
£8k fund for 
dial-a-ride 


ANOTHER dial-a- 
ride scheme has 
been hit by a coun¬ 
cil's decision to with¬ 
draw funding. 

As reported in the 
Weekly News last week, 
East Cambridgeshire Dist¬ 
rict Council has already 
announced it will not be 
paying £16,800 towards 
the Ely and Soham Dial-a- 
Ride scheme. 

Now it has emerged 
that the Newmarket- 
based Forest Heath Dial-a 
-Ride service, which also 
covers surrounding areas 
of East Cambridgeshire, 
will lose its £8,000 annual 
grant from the district 
council. 

Caroline Cowie, general 
manager of Newmarket’s 
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Voluntary Network, which 
runs the scheme, said: 
“We’re very disappointed. 

“At the moment the 
trustees are keen to see if 
we can keep the service 
and we will do our level 
best to seek alternative 
funding.” 

She said East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire had suggested 
that funding could be 
sought from Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council but 
it was unlikely the county 
council would be any 
better off. 

Ms Cowie said that 
apart from a letter warn¬ 
ing of a possible funding 


cut, there had been no 
consultation or negot¬ 
iation with the council 
before the funding was 
axed. 

The Forest Heath 
scheme operates four 
mini buses, mainly for 
elderly, disabled and 
vulnerable people who 
have no other means of 
transport. 

The scheme has 700 
members and is expected 
to clock up 16,446 pass¬ 
enger journeys in the 
current financial year - a 
6 per cent increase on the 
previous year. 

The funding has been 
cut as part of East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s bid to reduce its 
spending by £2.6 million 
over four years.

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Airman 
denies 
rape bid 

PARTYGOERS turned on a 
fellow reveller after he sexually 
assaulted and attempted to 
rape an unconscious woman, a 
court heard. 

Justin Ryan May, 22, a US ser¬ 
viceman, was allegedly found 
attacking the young woman at 
a house party in William’s 
Close, Ely, on March 20 last 
year. He was thrown out of the 
house and beaten up by a 
number of men. 

Cambridge Crown Court 
heard in the early hours of the 
morning, May assaulted the 
woman in a bedroom while she 
lay unconscious as the party 
continued downstairs. 

Lindsay Cox, prosecuting, 
said: “The only reason the 
complainant was not raped 
was the timely intervention of 
someone who had come to 
check on her. At lam a friend 
went upstairs to check on the 
complainant, the door was shut 
and on entering the defendant 
was found lying on top of her. 

“She was unaware of what 
was taking place and was only 
woken by the defendant being 
pulled out of the bedroom.” 

May, a First Class Aircrafts¬ 
man with the US Air Force gave 
his address as RAF Lakenheath. 
He has pleaded not guilty to 
charges of assault by penet¬ 
ration and attempted rape. 

Mr Cox continued: “After the 
first attack, the defendant 
seemed happy to take things 
further and would have done. 

“When he was discovered, 
the defendant became very up¬ 
set. He kept saying: ‘I am sick. I 
am sick. I need help. I am 
sorry.’” 

The jury watched the wom¬ 
an, who cannot be named for 
legal reasons, give evidence by 
video interview and heard her 
cross-examined from behind a 
screen. 

She said she could 
remember little about the 
night, but denied consenting to 
any sexual activity. 

The jury also heard that May 
told a police officer the woman 
did not resist his advances. 

In a police interview 
following his arrest, May said 
he went upstairs to use a bath¬ 
room and saw her “passed out”. 
He went back downstairs and 
had a few drinks before going 
upstairs again. May said in the 
interview: “I nudged her a little 
bit. 

“She grabbed my arm. She 
said something I didn’t under¬ 
stand.” 

He added: “She pulled her 
pants [trousers] down and I 
kissed her. I started pulling my 
pants down.” 

May told the officer how he 
climbed on to the bed over the 
woman and touched her sex¬ 
ually. He said: “She didn’t push 
me away. She didn’t say no.” 

May said he realised “she 
wasn’t able to make a decision”, 
adding: “I realised, hey, this isn’t 
right and went to pull my pants 
up.” 

The court heard both the 
woman and May had con¬ 
sumed alcohol. 

The case continues. 


Couple set for start-up 
after Strictly triumph 


FOUR new businesses are set 
to open in Newmarket after 
being selected as winners in a 
Dragons’ Den-style contest. 

The Strictly Come Newmarket 
competition was run by the town’s 
retailers’ association to try to fill 
empty shops. 

The overall winners are Vincent 
Woolley and Anne-Marie McKeown 
whose business, The Pantry fine food 
shop and eaterie, was selected by four 
judges from the association. The idea 
was also top of a poll by readers of the 
Weekly News, which supported the 
contest. 

They will get a package of support to 
launch their business which includes 
free shop rent for a limited period, 
help with the cost of fitting out the 
shop, free business and banking help

Betting giant’s town shop 
plan falls at the first hurdle 


A BOOKMAKER’S bid to open 
a town’s J2th betting shop is 
being opposed. 

Members of Newmarket 
Town Council have voted to 
object to Paddy Power’s plan 
to convert an empty shop in 
the High Street. 

The scheme was also 
opposed by the Newmarket 
Retailers’ Association, which 
said it would rather see retail 
businesses than betting shops 
and estate agents. 

The final decision on three 
planning applications sub¬ 
mitted by Paddy Power, for 
change of use, advertising 
signs on the outside of the 


shop and satellite dishes, 
aerials and air conditioning 
units, will be made by Forest 
Heath District Council. 

District council planners 
last month refused planning 
permission for an estate 
agent to take over an empty 
High Street shop, on the 
grounds that there were 
already too many non-retail 
businesses and the change of 
use would harm the vitality 
and viability of the town. 

Andy Yallop, who chairs the 
retailers’ association, told 
town councillors: “There are 
enough betting shops in 
Newmarket. We are trying to 


get Newmarket regenerated 
through our shops com¬ 
petition. 

“We want to make the town 
more welcoming for shoppers 
and we don’t need more non¬ 
retail and betting shops.” 

Members of the town coun¬ 
cil’s development and plan¬ 
ning committee voted to 
object to the Paddy Power 
applications. 

Cllr Mick Jefferys said the 
betting shop would mean 
that the town would have 
more than 35 per cent of its 
shops as non-retail. Currently 
there are 53 shops in non¬ 
retail use.

Mum assaulted PCs 
after ‘taking heroin’ 


A WOMAN who had con¬ 
sumed a “fair amount” of 
heroin got behind the wheel 
of a car and drove to a 
supermarket in Soham, 
magistrates heard. 

Hannah Norman, 29, had enjoyed 
a “day of complete madness” with 
friends before driving to the Co-op 
in High Street, where she stole a 
bottle of blue WKD worth £3.99 
before getting back into her car and 
driving off. 

Police caught up with her near 
Tesco in Ely, after which she 
assaulted two officers. 

The court heard that when asked 
by police to get out of her car, 
Norman kicked Pc Lauren Carey on 
the shin and her Jack Russell dog, 
which was also in the vehicle, bit Pc 
Carey’s hand. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, told Ely 
Magistrates: “Pc Carey’s ear piece 
had ripped out whilst struggling 
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with Norman so she was unable to 
call for help.” 

But police sent assistance when 
they realised Pc Carey was not 
responding. 

The court heard Norman then 
kicked Pc Dennis Williams on his 
shin and was arrested after alcohol 
was smelt on her breath. When 
police searched Norman, 0.6grams 
of cannabis was found in her jeans 
pocket. Mr Brown said Norman 
later told police she had “consumed 
a fair amount of heroin”. At the 
police station, Norman refused to 
be breath tested. 

Norman, of Orchard Estate, Little 
Downham, appeared in court last 
Thursday, having previously 
pleaded guilty to two counts of 
assaulting a constable in the 
execution of his/her duty and 
shoplifting. 


She also admitted possessing a 
drug of class B and failing to provide 
a specimen for analysis. 

Catherine Bradd, mitigating, said: 
“This incident happened on Oct¬ 
ober 24 last year - a day when Miss 
Norman had the rare opportunity to 
go out with her friends because her 
mum offered to baby-sit her 7-year- 
old daughter. 

“She described it as a day of 
complete madness and feels 
extremely stupid for what she did. 
Miss Norman has had a heroin 
problem in the past but is now 
getting her life back on track.” 

Norman was disqualified from 
driving for 28 months, and placed 
on an 18-month community order, 
with 18 months supervision and a 
six-month drug rehabilitation 
programme. 

Magistrates also ordered her to 
pay Pc Carey £100 compensation, 
Pc Williams £50 compensation, 
£3.99 compensation to Co-Op and 
court costs of £30.

Fond farewell to a feathered friend 


PEOPLE have paid tribute to 
a parrot which was at the 
centre of controversy after 
a bus company banned him 
from travelling with his 
owner. 

The parrot, known as 
Houdini or Hoodie, used to 
travel on the shoulder of his 
owner, Michael Burdette- 
Deakin, until Stagecoach 
officials banned him from 
their buses. 


Mr Burdette-Deakin, of St 
Mary’s Square, Newmarket, 
got around the ban by 
putting a miniature harness 
on Houdini, a species of 
parrot known as a yellow- 
backed chattering lory. 

But earlier this month Mr 
Burdette-Deakin found the 
bird, which was more than 
14 years old, dead in his 
home. 

He said: “I discovered 


my beloved lory had passed 
away in the night. I miss 
him already-the silence in 
the house is deafening, I 
will be getting another 
parrot, but not immediately. 

“I have had an autopsy 
performed and the results 
are that he died in his sleep 
of cardiac failure, the direct 
cause of which is unknown. 

“I have had many 
tributes left on my doorstep 


by the townspeople who 
knew him, which is a 
considerable number. 

“I used to take him 
everywhere with me. 

“His passing has left me 
very sad and very much 
alone at the moment, as he 
was a very big part of my 
life and his character more 
than made up for his 
sometimes unwelcome 
behaviour.” 


Supermarket 
boss admits 
overtime scam 


A SUPERMARKET man¬ 
ager falsified overtime 
claims to try to pay off his 
credit card debts, a court 
heard. 

Simon Kent, 27, a manager at 
Tesco in Newmarket, claimed 
more than £2,000 in overtime he 
had not worked. 

Kent, who lost his job when the 
fraud was discovered, has been 
ordered, by a judge at Ipswich 
Crown Court to do 120 hours 
unpaid community work and be 
supervised by a probation officer 
for nine months. 

Kent, of Marigold Drive, Red 
Lodge, admitted making a false 
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representation for gain. He may 
also face a further hearing under 
the Proceeds of Crime Act to 
recover the money he obtained. 

The court heard that Kent had 
achieved fast-track promotion 
after working for Tesco for nine 
years. 

He was responsible for enter¬ 
ing payroll data at the Fordham 
Road store and between April 1, 
2009, and September 24, 2009, 
put in false claims on his own 
behalf. 

Prosecutor Godfried Duah said 
he falsely claimed £2,239 by 


declaring that he had worked on 
Sundays. He admitted making 
the false claims when confronted 
by Tesco investigators. 

Joanne Eley, in mitigation, said 
Kent had made claims to try to 
reduce his credit card debts. 

He had sold shares in Tesco 
and genuinely worked extra 
hours so that he could bring the 
debts down from £18,300 to 
around £15,000. 

She said he was now working 
as a part-time sales assistant at 
Debenhams. 

Judge Patrick O’Brien told 
Kent: “You are more than old 
enough to know what you did. 
You have been a complete and 
utter idiot.” 


Thefts from vans spark fresh alert 


BUILDERS and contractors 
have been targeted by 
thieves who have stolen 
tools and other property 
from their vans. 

A spate of thefts has been 
reported in the Forest 
Heath district, which 
includes Newmarket and 
Mildenhall. Vans parked at 
building sites or outside 
properties undergoing 
renovation have been 
targeted during the day. 

Tools, wallets, phones, 
cash and keys have been 
stolen. 

On Wednesday, January 
19, tools were stolen from 
white Vauxhall Astra and 
white Vauxhall Movano 
vans on a building site in 


Folly Road, Mildenhall, bet¬ 
ween 10.30am and 
11.40am. A green or black 
saloon car was seen to drive 
off towards the industrial 
estate. 

Two men were also seen 
at the site entrance. The 
first is described as white, 
in his late 20s, 5ft 6in tall, of 
stocky build with stubble. 

He was wearing a red 
and black coat and a peak¬ 
ed hat with fur and ear 
flaps. 

The second man is 
described as white, in his 
early 20s, of slim build, 5ft 
lOin tall and was wearing a 
green hooded top, grey 
tracksuit bottoms and a 
blue beanie hat. 


Anyone with information

Cleared councillor’s 
inquiry cost backlash 


A PARISH councillor has 
condemned expenditure on 
an investigation into his 
conduct which resulted in 
him being cleared of any 
wrong-doing. 

Tim Owen, a member of Dulling- 
ham Parish Council, was the subject 
of a six-month probe, involving 
officials from three councils. 

The inquiry was launched after a 
complaint was made that he had 
not declared an interest in issues 
arising from a controversial devel¬ 
opment in the village. 

Now, the official findings of the 
investigation have been made 
public - clearing him of any 
breaches of the councillors’ code of 
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conduct. 

He believes the investigation, 
which involved East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council (ECDC), 
Fenland District Council and 
Peterborough City Council, would 
have cost several thousand pounds. 

He said: “I am pleased that this 
unnecessary and costly inves¬ 
tigation is now over. I am dis¬ 
appointed that the investigation 
throws no light on the failings of 
ECDC in planning and enforcement 
that Dullingham has suffered.” 

Mr Owen, 69, a consultant 
engineer, was co-opted onto the 


parish council last year after he 
became involved in the controversy 
over the development of the village 
garage site. 

Villagers opposed plans to build 
houses on the site, but the scheme 
was approved by ECDC. 

Villagers have since funded a 
judicial review of the decision, 
which has been subject to further 
proceedings to limit the legal costs. 

The complaint against Mr Owen 
was lodged by Ian Davidson, whose 
wife, Anthea, is the chairman of the 
district council and represents 
Dullingham on the council. 

He complained that Mr Owen 
had failed to declare a personal and 
prejudicial interest when the parish 
council discussed the garage site. 


He claimed that Mr Owen’s home 
in Station Road, Dullingham, is 
within sight of the former garage 
and that he had failed to declare 
that he helped to fund the judicial 
review - something Mr Owen has 
denied. 

ECDC passed the investigation to 
neighbouring Fenland District 
Council and an officer from Peter¬ 
borough City Council was brought 
in to carry out the inquiry. 

Now, ECDC has announced that 
its standards referrals sub-comm¬ 
ittee has accepted that there was no 
breach of the code of conduct. 

■ An Appeal Court judge on 
Tuesday refused to limit the parish 
council’s liability for legal costs to 
£5,000. 


Race museum chiefs take the reins at historic house

MANAGEMENT of a historic 
building has switched from a 
district council to the National 
Horseracing Museum. 

The museum, based in 
Newmarket, has taken over the 
running of Palace House, which 
dates from the reign of King 
Charles II. 

The building was previously 
used by Forest Heath District 
Council’s tourist information 
centre, which has now moved 
into council offices in the 
town’s Guineas shopping 
centre. 

A council spokeswoman said 
there were no redundancies as 
a result of the change, which 
has seen tourist information 
staff become part of the 
council’s customer service 
team. 

The move out of Palace 
House was clears the way for 
the building to display the 
British Sport Art Trust’s 
collection of paintings and 
sculptures. 

The change will involve 
major upgrades to security, as 
well as the installation of air 
conditioning to provide a 
temperature-controlled 
environment to preserve the 
works of art. It is part of the 
£11 million Home of 
Horseracing project which 
includes moving the National 
Horseracing Museum from its 
present High Street location to 
Palace House Stables, opposite 
Palace House. 

Nigel McCurdy, district 
council strategic director 


(services), said: “To ensure 
that the house and mews 
buildings continue to be cared 
for to an exceedingly high 
standard, the council is 
delighted to have agreed an 
interim arrangement with the 
National Horseracing Museum 


to manage the building on the 
council’s behalf. 

“This way, the complex will 
continue to live and play a key 
role in the Newmarket 
community and provide an 
attractive and unique setting for 
meetings, conferences, events 


and weddings.”

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Cancer survivor who 
now lives his dream 


S PLITTING his 
time between 
Cambridge, Los 
Angeles and 
Thailand, on paper 
Alan McArthur 
seems to have a 
glamorous jet set 
life. 

He’s spent the past 12 
years travelling the 
world photographing 
some of the most 
magical places on the 
planet, from the 
mystical temples of 
Thailand and the exotic 
shores of Sri Lanka to 
the steep streets of San 
Francisco. And every 
summer he returns to 
Cambridge - where his 
father still lives - to 
teach, run tours and 
capture breathtaking 
shots of the city he loves. 

It’s a great nomadic 
life - but one which 
undoubtedly would not 
have panned out in such 
a remarkable way had 
Alan not been diagnosed 
with leukaemia. After 
battling the disease 
once, he relapsed four 
years later and, as he 
prepared for a life¬ 
saving bone marrow 
transplant from his 
sister, Alan found 
himself reassessing his 
whole existence. After 
much soul-searching, he 
decided that, once in the 
clear, he would leave his

job in advertising and 
finally pursue his dream 
of becoming a 
photographer. 

“I think leukaemia 
gave me a graceful exit 
out of advertising and 
that cut-throat 
environment,” muses 
Alan. “Leukaemia, 
cancer, anything like 
that, takes you away to 
the far ends of yourself, 
to the end of the world, 
and I think you become 
totally honest with 
yourself and say, ‘Well, 
now I have got to try that 
thing I’ve always wanted 
to do, because sh*t, I 
should have been dead a 
year ago but I’m not’,” he 
admits. 

“I do feel totally 
blessed that I’ve had 
more than 10 years 
making money from 
touring the world. While 
I’m not a high earner, I 
am rich in stories and 
experiences, so that 
keeps me going when I 
find it tough sometimes 
to justify how I live my 
life,” he smiles. 

“I do demand a lot 
from life and in some 
ways I’m still seeking 
compensation from life. 
But equally I try to find 
one magical moment in 
every day, even if it’s just 
getting on my bike, 


cycling around 
Cambridge with my 
camera and chatting to 
someone who captures 
my attention,” he 
explains. 

Alan first moved to 
Cambridge when he was 
13, because his father - 
Dr Tom McArthur - was 
asked to edit a 
Cambridge University 
Press journal. Six years 
later, his mother fell ill 
with myeloid leukaemia 
while Alan was on a gap 
year travelling around 
California, so he cut 
short his trip and 
returned home. As his 
mother underwent 
treatment at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital, 
Alan took up a place at 
the University of East 
Anglia in Norwich, doing 
American Studies. 

However, in his 
second year his own 
health began to 
deteriorate. 

Initially coming down 
with bronchitis, he then 
developed hepatitis and 
began falling asleep in 
classes. 

Knowing instinctively 
something was seriously 
wrong, Alan was ferried 
back to Cambridge by 
his worried sister, where 
tests revealed his 
haemoglobin levels were 
dangerously low, and he 
was promptly given 14 
units of blood. 

“I felt great after that 


and asked if I could go 
home. And then the 
consultant came in and 
said, ‘you’ve got 
leukaemia’. I remember 
thinking ‘Well, I’ve got a 
year to live, that’s it, 
curtains closed, so what 
am I going to do?”’ 

Alan began a course of 
chemotherapy and 
radiotherapy for acute 
lymphoblastic 
leukaemia (ALL) and 
defied the odds to defeat 
the disease. For two- 
and-a-half years, he had 
to continue taking 
maintenance drugs, 
which would make him 
feel sick, but eventually 
he was given the all- 
clear. It was some 
comfort, he says, that he 
was in remission when 
his mother eventually 
passed away. 

Graduating in 1993, 
Alan threw himself 
wholeheartedly into his 
advertising job with 
Bates Dorland in the 
city. “We got some 
lucrative placements 
advertising everything 
from Barbie to blank 
cassettes for 
Woolworths,” he says. “I 
loved that; I lived it and 
breathed it.” 

However, in 1995, just 
as he’d secured a 
contract with a top 
agency in London that 
represented Levi’s, Alan 
relapsed, and was this 
time told he needed a 


bone marrow transplant. 
“I knew that was the end 
of my career as I had a 
year ahead of me of 
transplant preparation. 

It was a horrible, 
horrible year; the 
transplant had to work, 
because there were no 
more options after that.” 

Determined to stay 
positive, Alan says he 
would use visualisation 
to keep his spirits up. “I 
followed some mantras 
and I’d go off to the 
beech woods near the 
Gog Magog golf course 
every chance I had and 
look down on 
Addenbrooke’s and say 
‘You’re this small - this is 
you and this is me and 
I’m bigger than you,” he 
explains. “I desperately 
wanted to live.” 

Alan’s sister, Roshan, 
was a bone marrow 
match and was in 
hospital for four days as 
the transplant took 
place. “It was very hard 
and painful for her,” 

Alan recalls, “but what 
was more amazing was 
that she spent most of 
1995 coming up from 
London making sure I 
was okay, while holding 
down a difficult job.” 

The transplant was a 
success and Alan was 
put on a course of 
immunosuppressive 
drugs to ensure his body 
didn’t reject the bone 
marrow. After what he’d 
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been through, he was 
more certain than ever 
he wanted to turn his 
amateur photography 
into a career - and got his 
break when his sister, a 
writer on Marie Claire, 
was given an assignment 
to Martinique for Club 
Med, and Alan was 
tasked with taking the 
pictures. 

Given a confidence 
boost, he next headed 
out to Italy, where he was 
commissioned by 
Thomson Holidays to 
photograph cruise ships 
coming into the harbour 
in Sicily. Back home, he 
decided to mount an 
exhibition of his Italian 
images at a coffee shop 
in Camden. “I was pretty 
lucky as lo and behold, 
who happens to be 
dining in the cafe but the 
head of Iberojet - the 
largest Spanish travel 
company. He loved the 
pictures so contacted me 
and asked if I wanted a 
job taking photographs 
of his five star resorts in 
the Caribbean and the 
Canary Islands!” he 
explains. “Suddenly, I 
went from people pitying 
me to people being 
jealous of my success.” 

Alan says taking the 
job, travelling and 
leaving Britain behind 
helped him to get away 
from ‘my image of 
someone who had 
cancer’. As his 
photographic career 


began to flourish, he 
decided to go freelance. 

“I went through a list of 
all the countries I’d like 
to visit, worked out 
which ones were do-able, 
where I could stay with 
friends to cut down the 
cost and off I went. 

“Thailand became a 
great base for me; I lived 
in Bangkok for a while 
before moving to Chiang 
Mai so I could 
photograph Asia, 
Indonesia and all that 
area, Hong Kong, 
Vietnam, down to 
Australia and so on.” 

For the past decade or 
so, Alan has made 
Thailand his home for 
about six months of the 
year. “It’s a place where I 
can enjoy a very good 
lifestyle and it’s hot, 
which is important 
because I always get ill in 
the winter. I didn’t want 
to be in an English winter 
ever again so I vowed not 
to come back during that 
time, just to return in the 
summer.” 

During his summers in 
Cambridge, Alan has 
taught photography and 
English to foreign 
students, has published 
his own book on 
Cambridge and, in 2000, 
set up an online image 
library specialising in 
stunning shots of the city. 

“I like Cambridge 
because it represents 
summer to me and I love 
teaching the teenagers 



because I am a bit of a 
kid at heart myself,” he 
smiles. “Cambridge 
makes me think of sitting 
under a tree learning; it’s 
cosmopolitan and has 
lots of life in it, and I love 
going to The Orchard in 
Grantchester.” 

For the other part of 
the year, Alan usually 
heads to America. In the 
winter of 2009 his lens 
was capturing favourite 
haunts of Los Angeles 
and then he spent 
January to March last 
year living on an urban 
eco farm in Cape Town, 
writing for an online 
travel magazine. 

His work has reaped 
rewards, with Alan being 
named 1997 Time Out 
Travel Photographer of 
Year for images he took 
in Cuba, and his striking 
shots have appeared all 
over the world, from the 
Bupa Hospital in 
Cambridge to the lobby 
of the Marriott Hotel in 
Cambridge, 
Massachusetts. 

Life is certainly never 
dull for Alan, and though 
he still suffers the effects 
of his illness - he takes 
tablets for a heart 
condition, and his 
eyesight is affected by 
‘floaters’ which he 
developed while taking 
steroids for his illness - 
his raw passion for life is 
both unerring and an 
inspiration to us all.

Council beats budget 
cuts to save magazine 


A COUNCIL’S maga¬ 
zine has been saved 
from the axe in cost¬ 
cutting measures. 

Instead, the Forest Heath 
News, produced by Forest 
Heath District Council, will 
be reduced to just two 
issues a year. 

It is currently distributed 
to most households in the 
district every two months 
and costs £42,000 a year to 
produce. 

Councillors have now 
agreed to limit publication 
to twice a year, which could 
cost between £14,000 and 
£17,000, depending on the 
number of pages and ad¬ 
vertising revenue. 

Members of the council’s 
corporate services reviewed 
the magazine as part of 
budget cuts and new 
Government guidelines on 
council publications. 

Another factor which 
triggered the review was the 
end of the current pro¬ 
duction agreement to share 
costs with neighbouring St 
Edmundsbury Borough

Council. But the magazine 
will continue to be pro¬

the Atlantic is a once-in-a- 
lifetime opportunity. 

Boat owner Jez Williman 
called on a few select friends, 
including Bruce, to crew the 
Arc 2010. The requirements: a 
sense of humour and a proven 
capability for endurance. 

Some sailing experience 
was also an advantage, 
however none of the crew had 
been aboard such a large 
catamaran. 

The Lagoon 620 is a 
luxurious vessel and capable 
of cruising at high speeds, 
somewhere in excess of 18 
notts, wind permitting. It 
boasts a 100ft mast and a 
huge sail selection. 

The team set off to join the 
start line and immediately the 
navigation system mal¬ 
functioned, a speedy return to 
port and one new control unit 
later, they started in last 
place. 

Within a few sunny days 
and brilliantly moonlit nights 
they managed to pick off a few 


other vessels. The fleet by now 
had dispersed into the 
Atlantic and they made a 
course toward Cape Verde, 
searching for other race-goers 
with radar. 

Moonlit nights gave way to 
fair days and a sky full of stars, 
wind conditions were fair and 
day by day the team improved 
its position, fames, the 
captain and someone who 
knows his stuff, found some 
great high winds. Force eight 
to be precise. 

After two sleepless days 
west of Cape Verde, with 20- 
foot swells and the relentless 
smashing of waves against the 
hull, the boat turned due 
south. Most of the crew 
breathed a sigh of relief and 
lost the green look of sea¬ 
sickness. 

Days of downwind sailing 
with a full spinnaker 
followed, seeming like a pure 
holiday, back to good food, 
sleep and lazing when not on 
duty. Each two-man team 
maintained a three-hour 
watch followed by three 
hours stand-by. After three or 
four days this sleep pattern 


seems natural, to a point. 

After 17 days of mixed 
conditions with still waters, 
big swells, high winds, 
becalmed seas, deep water 
swims, whales, dolphins and 
one particularly nasty-looking 
shark, and 3,350 nm later St 
Lucia presented on the 
horizon. A 12-strong dolphin 
pod came from nowhere to 
play around the boat. Captain 
lames accurately describes 
the approach as a “reverse 
free-fall”, it takes an age to 
close in on the finish line. 

The team busied itself by 
scrubbing down the boat, 
sorting laundry and polishing 
off the remaining wine and 
beer. It aimed to arrive all 
warmed up to celebrate its 
survival, and did just that. 
Photographers and free rum 
punch welcomed the men as 
they took line honours, first 
Catamaran. 

Tension built up as the 
hours passed, everyone 
waited to see the overall 
results. Eventually, some two 
weeks later, the race 
concluded. By now the team 
were all back at work. 


Eventually the email arrived: 
line honours, a manufac¬ 
turer’s award and most of all 
an overall class win. 

As if the sailing wasn’t 
enough excitement, Bruce has 
also spent time practising his 
craft in sunny Dubai, along¬ 
side the premier Dubai 
Physiotherapy Clinic. 

The highlights were 
working at the Dubai Rugby 
sevens and preparing an 
Australian rules football team 
in the intense heat, and 
establishing sports osteo¬ 


pathy with the triathletes of 
Dubai. He plans to combine 
the existing Derby Cottage 
Clinic expertise in sports 
injury treatment and 
osteopathic techniques with a 
new physiotherapy and 
rehabilitation department.

MR in new appeal 
over ‘broken levy’ 


AN MP has called for Govern¬ 
ment moves to improve fund¬ 
ing for the horseracing industry 
to prevent its “fall into ruin” 

Matthew Hancock, whose West 
Suffolk constituency includes 
Newmarket - the historic home of 
horseracing, called for ministers to 
intervene during a House of Commons 
debate he requested. 

He urged ministers to overhaul the 
betting levy which has been faced with 
falling income as bookmakers base 
their operations outside of Britain. 

He said: “I think all sides agree that 
the levy is broken and needs radical 
reform. The bookies think that the 
levy’s broken, racing thinks it’s broken, 
the Secretary of State (Jeremy Hunt) 
thinks it’s broken. 

“No one wants the annual spectacle 
of ministerial decision about the 
funding of racing - not least because it 
unnecessarily antagonises

relationships, wastes time and money 
and prevents a proper commercial 
relationship between racing and 
betting." 

The horseracing levy is based on a 
percentage of the gross profits made by 
bookmakers on the sport. 

Mr Hancock said that in the past two 
years, the levy had fallen from more 
than £100 million to £65 million, and 
prize money had fallen from £65 
million to £34 million. 

He said: “Even before this precipitous 
decline, Britain ranked 38th in the 
world for prize money - miles behind 
Dubai and Hong Kong but also behind 
America, Italy, South Africa, Sweden 
and Australia.” 

“I passionately believe in the future 
of racing in Britain. 

“I ask you this - years from now, will 


we look back in wonderment at this 
sport of beauty and skill and speed that 
fell into ruin, or will we say that in the 
nick of time we gave this great sport 
that we love the future it deserves?” 

Mr Hancock’s motion called on 
ministers to bring forward “proposals 
to improve the system of funding for 
racing and the relationship between 
racing and bookmakers before the end 
of 2011.” 

Leaders of the industry in 
Newmarket have supported the call for 
action to halt the fall in income.

All of that incredible will and 
discipline in the dance studio 
certainly pays off - not once 
do we doubt that Portman 
could perform the 
demanding solos from Swan 
Lake that punctuate this 
psychological drama. 

The actress powerfully 
conveys the disparity 
between her character's 
physical strength and grace, 
and her mental frailty when 
insecurities and jealousy 
steadily gnaw away at her 
self-confidence.

Warm up to 
a head start 



UNDERCOVER OPERATION: Seeds which take longer to germinate, such as sweet 
peppers and chillies, are ideal to start off in a heated propagator 


F you don’t have a 
heated greenhouse and 
want to start your 
seeds early to give you a 
head start on spring, it’s 
time to invest in a heated 
propagator. 

Not only can you sow slow- 
growing tender perennials such 
as geraniums now, so they start 
flowering in time for summer, 
but you can also sow seeds of 
houseplants, tuberous begonias 
and exotics such as birds of 
paradise (Strelitzia reginae), 
and even perennials which you 
want to flower this year. 

First-year flowering 
perennials which can be sown 
early in heated propagators and 
then grown in a greenhouse or 
cool room include achillea, 
helenium, echinacea, salvia and 
coreopsis. They can be 
hardened off in a sheltered spot 
in early May and planted in 
their final position a couple of 
weeks later. 

Garden centres, mail order 
and online retailers offer a 
wealth of heated propagators of

different sizes. Prices can vary 
enormously so it’s worthwhile 
doing some research into 
exactly what conditions the 
seeds you want to sow need. 

“Check whether the heated 
propagator has a thermostatic 
control, which will control the 
temperature more constantly 
and click off if the room 
temperature becomes too 
warm,” says Richard 
Gianfrancesco, head of research 
at Which? Gardening, the 
Consumers’ Association 
magazine. 

“This is important because 
windowsill temperatures tend to 
be unstable, in that they might 


have sun for part of the day and 
be cooler at other times.” 

Cheaper propagators tend to 
have one or two settings, such 
as cool and warm, irrespective 
of indoor temperatures, which 
means that the propagators have 
to be monitored more carefully 
to ensure temperatures inside 
them don’t become too high. 

Think carefully about the 
seeds you are going to sow in a 
heated propagator, 
Gianfrancesco advises. 

If you want to grow 
tomatoes, cucumbers and 
courgettes which you are 
expecting to grow on in the 
greenhouse in summer, you can 
sow them early in heated 
propagators. If, however, you 
want to plant tender veg 
outside, think about timing. 

Courgettes, melons and 
sunflowers, for example, are 
traditionally sown late and can’t 
be planted out in the garden 
until the end of May or 
beginning of June, so they 
won’t benefit from being 
germinated in a heated 
propagator early because you’ll 
still have to keep them indoors. 


However, seeds which take a 
long time to germinate, such as 
chillies and sweet peppers, are 
ideal to start off in a heated 
propagator. 

But be aware that tender 
plants will need to be kept 
indoors for weeks after being 
potted on, so you’ll need 
enough space to keep them in 
your house or in a frost-free 
greenhouse or conservatory 
until the weather is warmer. A 
recent heated propagator test by 
Which? Gardening found its 
best buy to be a Stewart Heat & 
Grow Thermostatic Propagator 
(£30, stockists 020 8603 5700, 
www. stewartcompany. co. uk ), 
which switched off the heating 
element at higher room 
temperatures to stop the 


compost becoming too hot. 

The Garland Triple Top 
Electric Windowsill Propagator, 
at £26 (01384 278 256, 
www.garlandproducts. com), 
also scored highly, thanks to its 
ease of use. Three separate 
units sit neatly in the heated 
base and offer great versatility. 
For example, one fully closed 
for germination, another had 
the vents open for hardening off 
seedlings and one had its lid off 
for growing on. At just 18cm 
wide, it’s also ideal for a narrow 
windowsill. 

As well as heated 
propagators, you can also buy 
warming mats which are placed 
underneath regular propagators 
and are suited to a narrow 
windowsill. 


The trial concluded: “If your 
windowsill is likely to get 
warmer than 20C during the 
daytime, a propagator with a 
thermostat, such as the Stewart, 
is a good investment. 

“Bear in mind that the 
temperature inside the 
propagator is about 10 degrees 
higher than the room 
temperature. 

“It would, therefore, be best 
suited to a cool room that 
doesn't go above 10-15C during 
the day."

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Car insurance fraud 
‘linked to crime rings’ 



ACCIDENT: But was it staged? Concerns are growing that gangs 
are setting up incidents to fraudulently claim insurance. 


MOTOR insurance 
fraud now has links to 
organised crime, a 
police chief has told 
MPs, writes Peter 
Woodman of PA News. 

Fraud has become 
“highly organised and 
clearly very profitable”, 
said Chief Superin¬ 
tendent Geraint Anwyl, 
of the roads policing 
section at the Assoc¬ 
iation of Chief Police 
Officers (Acpo). 

He said fraudsters 
were setting up claims 
management companies 
where the “doctor”, the 
“solicitor” and the 
collision “victim” might 
possibly be members of 
the same crime family. 

Induced collisions and 
staged collisions were 
taking place as well as 
fictitious collisions. 

The fact that fraudsters 
moved around made it 
harder for them to be 
detected, Mr Anwyl told 
the MPs. 

Mr Anwyl said of the 
situation: “Major frauds 
that are now occurring 
are linked to organised 
crime. An entire incident 
is contained within a 
group often related to 


each other. 

“If they were based in 
certain areas they would 
be easier to detect but 
groups are moving 
around.” 

Road Safety Minister 
Mike Penning also gave 
evidence, but before 
doing so announced that 
from this spring, it will 
be an offence to keep an 
uninsured vehicle, rather 
than just to drive when 
uninsured. 


Currently every 
responsible motorist 
pays an average £30 each 
year within their 
premiums to cover 
crashes involving unin¬ 
sured and untraced 
drivers. It is also 
estimated that uninsured 
and untraced drivers kill 
160 people and injure 
23,000 every year. 

Mr Penning said: 
“Uninsured drivers push 
up premiums for other 


motorists and often drive 
with no regard for other 
road users, so it is vital 
that we do everything we 
can to keep them off the 
roads. 

“More than 400 
uninsured vehicles are 
already being seized by 
the police every day, but 
it is simply not possible 
to catch every uninsured 
driver in this way. 

“That is why we are 
bringing in these new 
powers which will help 
us to take targeted action 
while freeing up police 
time to deal with the 
hard core of offenders.” 

Appearing before the 
committee, Mr Penning 
said the Government was 
working with insurers to 
ensure they had access 
to Driver and Vehicle 
Licensing Agency (DVLA) 
information to check, for 
example, that a motorist 
had supplied a correct 
age. 

Mr Penning said those 
wishing to be insured 
might be invited to tick a 
box giving their insurer 
permission to contact 
the DVLA. 

Such a scheme might 
be introduced within six 
months, he added.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Uncertainty following last season’s mid-term 
closure and the stadium’s High Court case battle, 
which started this week and is set to last a 
fortnight, were cited as the reasons. 

But Hertfordshire-based businessman Steve 
Ribbons, who was vying for the promoter’s 
licence at West Row, insisted the decision was 
based on a personal dispute between himself 
and the league co-ordinator Peter Morrish. 


Ribbons, a former promoter at Rye House, 
Wimbledon and Sittingbourne, was not invited 
to the meeting. Instead, Ribbons’ business 
partner Kevin Jolly, a former Fen Tigers rider 
representing the club, was shown the door after 
the ballot. 

Ribbons said the BSPA’s terms included £5,000 
for league membership, £5,000 for promotional 
rights and £3,500 for a bond, but they would 
only grant Jolly the promoter’s licence. He said: 
“I’m disappointed that I didn’t get the 
opportunity to discuss any perceived problems 
having not been invited and Kevin being turned 
away.
